meqt for reform, and thit ntw elections, 
under a purintd Boll, might bt brought about, Thu 
movement having been foiled through the laic deci-

Mar.y peroODa have 
a fancj for making their own ; it indulge! 
their love of «ecrny— it ixeraiiei their inge- 
nuity—it fceiliutie the alterationa which ever- 
whim and fanev inclines thorn, to make. It 
enable*, thorn to exhibit a e matter! ng of law. 
and fasti around I htm that mantle of dignitr 
whieh ia worn even bj a constable when he em- 
ploye legal formi. tt never iiriket titu over- 
wita men that they jeopardiaa tbeii propirty, 
and gather around it a whole ring or lawyer*, 
who will poll both tha will and tai 
estate into fhred*. It never ocean to them 
that titty are providing enigma* tor tha Bench 
which no deciiina will Mtisfjictorilj aolve, and 
that their object will probably be defeated by 
thoir paraimony and pranmpiion. 

Then an ouea, indeed, in which this diapLay 
of learned ignorance La attended wilh an ap- 
propriate penalty. A remarkable instance of 
litis kind wu itluittated not a atone'* throw 
from this office. A person who owned this 
estate had a brother is Ireland, This partem 
went to an Iiiab fair, and, whether as an invest- 
ment or a frolic, bought a Urge parcel of spec- 
tacle* of the eomnwneit sort. He sent them out 
lo hi* colonial brother, who received them at 
Insult, cherished toward* the doner an impla- 
cable resentment, and made s will devising his 
properly to others. TvTienj however, the will 
eame to he looked at carefully then were only 
tvo, instead of thne wltneeiei s* required ; and 
thui the fancier of spectacle*, being tht heir- 
st-law, became entitled to ihe whole 
eitste. Had tH* testator ampinyed a pro- 
fessional adviser he would have accomplished 
hit revenge. 

Three cases have been before the Bupnme 
Court lately which ihow Ihe impost trice 
or intelligence in disposing of pro party ai 
well as in acquiring it. The oaaa of O'Bim*'* 
will must bt Trash in the n collection of am 
reader*. The teaUtor wu a remarkable man. It 
appear* that he became greatly attached to hi* 
Bible, and had a large one, in which he made 
annotations of hi* owe. Ha wu deairoti* to de- 
vote hie property, now worth £300 a-year, to 
the institution and maintenance of a Biblical 
School in the City of Sydney, to b* called » Tkt 
Ruts Soman Catholic and Aaottolic Scriptural 
School in mnmclion with lit Srt of IW " Ha 
directed, however, that no book but the Bible 
should be need in the school. It la obvious that 
a Church which declares tradition neceatary to 
the understanding of the Scriptures could not 
accept a beqnett like this, ware it ■ it that tba 
law affordi • remedy against l*pi** of the kind. 
The Court of Equity can sanction, what it may 
be pnattmed the testator would have approved, 
and thua prevent the heir ttHaw; from obtaining 
the property. A little attention, however, to 
notorious facts would hare enabled the tulator 
to obviate litigation. 

It seem* to be the opinion of some nun that tbey 
ctn do anything they please with their property, 
even reconcile contradictions, or c impel their 
executor* to carry out any wbim they may 
think propir to indulge. We recollect in Tee- 
mania a testator enjoined, under penalties, that 
hi* body ahauld be burned. The Supreme 
Court or that colony, however, declared the will 
to far contrary to law, and thu* the admirer of 
Roman custom* wu disappointed of hi* urn. 

Another remarkable will wu before the 
P bi x iir i uno x a f a w daya ago. Cot li, a tailor, 
mads hia own wilt. He left to hie reputed 
wife, Saur Cotli, one-hair hi* property eo 
long u she thou! i remain tingle. In the event 
or her tnirriage the was to receive only a email 
stipend. Barah, however, did marry ; but ah* 
had discovered, subsequently to the te>tator's 
death, that he wax not her hntbsnd, baring a 
wife living at the time of her marriage. All pro- 
hibition, ol marriage, except hi tht cat. of a 
widow, which aha wat not, an void. At neveT- 
Iheleea, ah* had been eufflcietvUy described in 
the will the wu entitled to the bequest without 
the awkward condition. The tailor, however, 

iunVthuj 1 : "^7.0 the retidue'end remainder 
or my estate to my dear wife and my dear ran 
Junes, their heirs and aHign* for ever." This 
would have given the entire estate to the stir- 
vitor. Who might have ditposed of it by bequest, 
but in a later pnt of Ihe will bo put* in another 
clause, " In the event of the death of my wife 
and my said ton James, I desire my property 
to be sold and divided equally among 
the next of kin or me, the mid testator, and 
my uid wife." This provision, ia irreconcilable 
with the former, ai may be t**n at larg* 
in the judgment of Me, Justice Thiibt. 
The probability teems to be that the asrtorUl 
testator got potteteion of a nnnaber of clause ■ 
from varioue legal instrument*, and etitcbed 
them altogether, with about tht same com pre- 
hension of their import ss the Itiquaciona bird in 
Pitt street of the eopiovi* and energetic oratory 
hy which it so often latoniuhet the patten by, 
A simple bequest may, no doubt, bt safely drawn 
op by any person, hut whenever then it any com- 
plication of intereata, or contingencies of any 
sort, serious mistake* are certain. No one ha* 
such reason to wish that every man should 
make hi* own will aa the gentlemen of the long 
robe. 

In ouritan* or yesterday another example of 
this confurion in will-making it before u< 
JoBitiTT*. tha ttttatir, acquired property worth 
about £80,000. In the cdutbb of twenty yean 
he sent horns to hit poor rtlaiimt ten pounds, 
but his will left hi* estates to his rittera, who 
were then living on the parish— provided they 
came to the colony within seven yean. Those who 
came were entitled to the whale property 
at the expiration of tba seven years, and t) its 
revenue meanwhile. Two arrived, and thuB 
became entitled to tell or will the 
seven yean' revenue. One ia deed, and the pro- 
perty is left to her children ; but her children an 
dead, and it appears for want of legal clearness 
the grandchildren cannot inherit. The testator 
has n brother, and thou id the aged titter now in 
the colony not survive until the seven yeart have 
expired, the estate will pat* to him. The 
testator wu most anxious to exclude thit 
brother from participation, and there is every 
rtassn to (appose that it would have been his 
with that hi* 81*1*1*' grandchildren should in- 
herit ; but all thit hat been defeated for want of 
precision Is the will.

lit almost all the Australian colonise then are 
piojectt more or lettexpanair* heftm the various 
legislators* for enlarging tha existing lunatic 
atylumt, or erecting new buildings, ooBsmea- 
anrats wilh Ihe increased want* of the popula- 
tion. Colonial life, unfortunately, afTtrd* no 
protection agaiott that wont of ill* that Aesh is 
heir to- — mental aberrAiion. On the contrary, 
statistics that cannot be gamaayed, bear testi- 
mony to the painful fact that lunacy prtvail* tot 
greater extent ia thtse colonies, in nrorjonioa to 
the popnlatioB, than in the mother Country, 
Whether it is owing to the fact dial parsons seek 
an asylum bete who are dispirited by the misfor- 
tune* thsy met with in the old world, or whether 
it is that tho greater chance* of acquiring wealth 
begat a more harardoui and exciting tpint of 
speculation, or whether it it owing to a greater 
prevalent* of intemperance, are will not under- 
take to determine; but certain it la that, whatever 
may be the caute, the evil exist* to sueh an «, 
tent a* to make the proper treatment of lunatic* 
a matter of quite as much public interest here ai 
in any other part of the world. An excellent 
digest of Che results deducible from the txpa 
rienc* of tht best conducted British and conti- 
nental asylums is contained in an article in tha 
laat number of the Quarterly Rrvittc. Tht most 
important part of this experience, and that which 
it seena to u* moat desirable to 
bring under the nolle* of the Autrallan 
Government!, aa bearing directly on tba pro- 
ject* now under consideration, it lb* condemna- 
tion expressed of the enormous asylums it it 
now the fashion (o erect. This tendency ha* 
reached it* climax te England at Oolney Hatch, 
to the north of London, This building coutatut 
within it* walls a pipnlation of 1 iBO person* ; 
it* ward* and putage* at* altogether six mile* 
in length, and its ftc ide ia nearly one-third of * 
mile. It coat £370.000, and (true to the vice 
of modern architecture} though great expense 
has been incurred to render it splendid end im- 
posing on the outside, nothing Has been dona to 
make the inaide, on which ihe eyes ef the 
patienti mainly teat, attractive and agreeable. 
Tht wtl'a ate ban and oaorna- 
mented ; the long, uniform, and monotonous 
nrridart, tha nnnluttred and nnpainttd walls, 
and tht scanty tight let la through loop-holed 
windows on ihe sombre atpbaltt paving, tend, to 
oppres* the mind with a Basse of restraint, 
rather than to foster that free and cheerful 
spirit which is half the battle when contending 
with a disordered mind. The reviewer compares 
with thit th* lunatic colony of Ghee], in B I 
glum, Locited on a sandy heath, twain milt* 
south of Turfthont —

14 Wherever Large asylums ars atraadv erected, no 
better plan could parhsps be suggested than the 
Imi Idina or aatellite cottagee, whieh would form a kind 
ofsnp^Iementaryllhiisl tothe central eataliliahnient ; 
but res should like to see the earpetiment tried, In 
soma new district, or reproducing bt Eta In Brevity the 
Belrrlsn aesiem. The colony of tlhsei was ones a 
draert like the country which sutvounds ic i it Is now, 
throuih ths happy appltcstlon of pauper lunatin la- 
bour, one of tha most productive districts of the L iw 
Ooun tries." 

Theit remarks deserve ctre'nl consideration 
at the hand* of our oolonisl Governments and 
Parliaments, be fort they aiv-e their itbe- 
tioa to tht erection of monster 
asylums. If it 1* really the «*•• that 
retidtneet built In Ihe ordinary ttyU or simple 
human habitations, ire bgltet adapted for in- 
ns ue period thu man palatitl atruotnrea, it 
would be better to add the necessary adjuncts 
to out existing ettablitbmtntt than to supersede 
them by man extentive building*— and cer- 
tainly ll would bt much man economic*!. 

Great improvements hivt been effected of lei e 
yean in the treatment of lunatics, both by the 
dimhtation of reiiriine, and employment in 
genial recreation and work. Soma medical men 
have found it possible to abandon tht 
use of the strait- waistcoat altogether, 
though other* advocate it* occasional 
employment as both necessary and merci- 
ful A wetl-iioriductei modern lunatin 
asylum it a ttmple of Industry. Idleness, in 
fact, I* a curse te thou who c minds are ctit- 
Ismpersd mors than it it to those who can guide 
their thoughts at will. Ennui it a provocative 
of gloom, and hearty cheerful work dispels 
many a cloud thit wnuld otherwise gather over 
th* brain. At Col nay Hatch these are gardeners, 
tailors, ihoemtktiB, carpenters, butchers, 
bakers, briwert, coopers, p sinters, and nphol- 
tteren, all hard at work, and tht year't value 
of their labnuF amount! to mora than £1000. 
The women work just at ateadily at their 
aatdlm or In kitchen labour*, and their work 
ia worth £S00 ia th* year. At tht 
Perth Asylum intellectual toil of a high 
order Is undergone not only without 
injury, hut apparently with poiitiva benefit. 
A oonne of lactiue* Is delivered which would 
do for any Athensenm, end a journal of high 
literary character, tba &t-e/an>r, is conducted by 
the patient*. At t proof thit mental danger j* 
more to be apprehended from atagnatlon of the 
faculties than from their being stimulated, the 
reviewer adduces tht fact that in th* agri- 
cultural eointlet of England, the number of 
insane person, i* 1 In S30, while in th* trading 
and manufacturing counties, where gnat town* 
abound and constant mental stimulus prtvail*, 
the insant only amount to 1 in 1300. 

"Thus, ths Hodges of England, who know nothing 
of ihe march of LnLetleoT, who am entirely guiltless of 
speculations of any kind, contribute fur mors Inmates 
to tae putjlio Ian alio asylums than the toil-worn 
artisans of Manchester or liverpool, who lire to th* 
great eye of tha world and keep step with the march 
of tiriluirirat, even if they do but bring up its rear. 
Isolation ia t greater causa of mental ruin than UK gre- 
at Hon — nut Engliah flelda can atTrrd crl ins as plenti. 
fully aa tha upland valleys of the mountjttii range 
seldom visited by the toot of tht Eraveller ; whilst, on 
the other hand, la the workshop and the public easem- 
hty, ' Aa Iron sreamth Iron, so man aharnenolh tha 
jbit of his Hand.' " 

One fact dot* we will quote from the 
article hefote n>, and which we 
commend to the none* nf there who may be eo 
unfortunate a* to have friend* or relative* men- 
tally amicteJ, and lhat Is. thst in cue* or 
lunacy, quite u much if not more so than, in 
cases ol disease, ttrly trtatmtnt it of the utmost 
imprfrtance. Bixly per cent, of all th* reco- 
veries that take place art effected within tht 
tint few months. 



Ar.vt7fiSTHa.Tiov or JvsrtcB. — rTolhtng dednita has 
yat transpired sa to what measures are to be 
pro posted during the ensuing session, for fscilt- 
tating tha administration of fottioe. Th*

Professional 
interests am very largely represented in Parliament, 
particularly In the Vpper Mouse, and 
the leading members or lbs legal profession 
are opposed to this measure, which they concoiTe, 
and perhaps rightly, would materially lessen thsir 
emoluments. This, of course, is not the reason as- 
signed For their nrppnsltiorr, hut it is not difficult to 
sea that it is the chief mason, notwithstanding early In 
the suasion returns still be naked for to prove the ex- 
tent and Importance of the equity buunes* hitherto 
so much nrgleoted, and in all probability the produc- 
tion of these return! will ha follo wed up by a propo- 
sition hir the estsbllahment of a distinct Court for this 
else* of business.
